A Blood Battle Between the Sol- 
diers and the Armed Mob 
•ftBniUTille, Ind. 

iMiE TROOn ARE ORDERED OUT 



la the Eneonater Btrtn PerMoi Were 

KlUed, 14 Wounded and That 
Many More Ii^ured. 



•lewly the Mob Forced the Militiamen 
■aek Toward the Jail — Then a 
Charge Wee Made and the 
Fight Commeneed. 

^^ansville, Ind., July 7.— The first 
clash between the militia and citizens 
occurred Monday afternoon a few 
hours after tbe soldiers took up their 
•tothm in tnmt of the Jail. A man at 
teaiptsrt to braah pact one. oC the aea- 
triee. He waa halted and turned back 
but advanced a second time, grabbing 
tbo soldier's gun and altompting tu 
wrest it from his hands. The soldier 
resisted and finally freed his weapon 
and atruck bis aaaallant with bla bayo- 
■ot The man waa not badly injured. 

Late Monday evening a man 'V'as 
found trying to edge his way past a 
sentry. He waa caught and an effort 
made by the soldier to force him out- 
Blda the liaea. The gnard thraat his 
bayoaet into the maa'a right aide, In- 
flicting a severe wound. The rioter 
wrested the gun away from the soldier 
afttT being wounded, threw the guard 
to tbe ground and would have bayo- 
netted him had it not been for the 
prompt arrival of asafatance. After 
the ■(ridiere took poesession of the Jail 
Monday afternoon the streets leading 
to the Jail were crowded. Many in- 
cendiary speeches were made. 

Following four days of rioting and 
general lawleeaneea thla city, Monday 
nlglit saw the moot terrible of Its ex- 
periences with rioters. Seven per- 
sons are dead and 14 are injured with 
at least that number more thoagbt to 
be hurt . 

Llet of Dead and Injured. 

The dead: Edward Schlffman, pain- 
ter, top of head blown oft with Spring- 
field rifle. Hazel Allman, 15 year old 
daughter of Joseph H. Allman, shot in 
breast with shot gun. John Barnett, 
ahot in right lung; died In St Mary's 
hoapltal. August Jordan, 19, musi- 
cian, bullet wound through hpart. Ed 
Rule, 23 years old, laborer, shot 
through body and head; killed instant- 
ly. Two unidentified dead men lying 
in front of JaiL 

The woimded: Fred Schmidt, seri- 
ously shot in leg and arm; taken to 
h\r home. Fred Knppler, son of City 
Fireman Henry Kappler, buckshot 
charge In face, and body wounds; se- 
rious, will die. Lee Hawley, laborer, 
ahot in leg. Robert Miller, shot in 
cheek, not serious. Charles Preskey, 
aged 17, grocery boy, shot through left 
wrist and Springfield bullet wounds 
In both heels. Theodore Beem, aged 
20, shot in right side, painful flesh 
wound. John Fares, ,^ed 48, shot In 
head and hip; may die. Albert Kanees, 
soldier, shot while picking up wounded 
rioter; hit in right arm, not serious. 
Six other rioters were seen to fall but 
got away before their names wero 
learned. At least that number more 
■aapected of being shot Four mem- 
here 6t Company A, First regiment, 
bullet and light gunshot wounds on the 
body; one of them shot through shoul- 
der, another through the ankle and 
other two slight scratches. Two dep- 
uty iherifla slightly wonnded. 

FlltKD INTO THE CROWD. 



it Was Seen Nothing Could Prevent 
■ An AaeaHit en the Jail. 

At 10:80 o'clock the members of 
Company A, First regiment, Indiana 
national guard, after a day's vigilance 
guarding tbe county Jail and 100 dep- 
uty sheriffs under Sheriff Chris Kratz, 
fb«d pohut blaak into a mob of 1,000 
. men gathered on Fourth, Division and 
Vine streets, surrounding the Vander- 
burg county Jail and attempting its 
capture. From 7 o'clock Monday 
morning until the hour of Monday 
nii^t'a catastrophe the crowd aurged 
about the Jail calling the militiamen 
vile names, assailing them with atones 
and berating the deputy shertfliB who 
guarded the Jail. At 9 o'clock the mob 
gradually became more and more ex- 
cited, ita manifestations of uneaaineas 
more freqneat aad at 10 o'clock it waa 
aeta that aothlag eoald i^^eveat aa as- 
sault on the Jail. At 10:80 o'clock the 
rioters pressed slowly forward and In- 
nocent onlookers and tbe curious fol- 
lowed. Slowly they forced the mill- 
tiaaMn hank toward the Jail until the 
attifway between Dlvlaioa atreet and 
tka atone bnllding waa reached. 
Attempted to Inter the Alley. 

Then the leaders, with a bicycle in 
their front as a shield to the bayoaets 
of the Median, «tt«Bpted to eater the 



alley and storm the alleyway entrance. 
Capt. Blum, ii the national gnard. o^ 
dered a chargo on the riotere. Oradn- 

allx the crowd was forced back, the 
soldiers using their bayorote and butts 
of guns. Suddenly a rioter fell. A 
soldier tried to drag him to his feet 
but before he could waa assaulted by 
a rioter. Stones and boulders began 
to ty throngh the air. A soldier was 
struck with a rock and fell. A rioter 
waa knocked down with a gun butt, 
then a shot was fired. The one shot 
started a fusillade of musketry and 
shotgun fire from the defenders of the 
Jail and a scattered return fire from 
the rioters. Folly 800 ahota were flred 
from the Jail windows, the courthouse 
steps immediately opposite and by the 
soldiers on tbe streets. 
WHO FIRID THK FIRST SHOTl 



Seldiere Claim It Was the Riotere and 
tha Latfai>, Ref uee to Talk. 

No one knows who iiad the first 
shot The aoldlers elate it waa tha 
rioters while the rioters make no 

claims and refuse to talk about It. The 
governor is said to have instructed the 
authorities to not Jeopardize the safe- 
ty of the Jail with half way measures. 
The soldlera and deputy afaeriffa fired 
Into tha rtwatlag bm* of men who 
ran Into OltMoa sti*eet. falling, crying 
and praying. For 16 minutes the fir- 
ing continued, then it ceaaed. Tbe 
mob was gone and the soldiers held 
the place. In front of the staggering 
band of 88 soldlera lay tha dead and 
wounded. Moans and shrieks of agony 
and fear came from the Injured. Ed 
Schlffman, a painter who was seen In 
the first ranks ot the mob during the 
evening, lay on the sidewalk, tbe top 
of his head blown complettfy oft with 
a 4B-caHber Springfield bullet and bis 
brains oozing on to the sidewalk. A 
short distance from him lay another 
man and close by the lileedlng form of 
another young man lay dead with a 
bullet woilnd over the heart 
Wounded Rioters. 
All over the street, crawling and 
moaning wounded riotera aqd onlook- 
ers tried to eaae their pain and ee- 
cape by getting away from tha Jail. 
On Diyiaion street, lying between her 
grief-stricken father and mother the 
little Allman girl was dead with her 
breast torn away with a buckshot 
charge. She waa out driving with her 
parenta who, attracted by the noise, 
stopped a few minutes to watch the 
excitement. In the yard of the court- 
house wounded rioters lay and back of 
the line of soldiers two of the militia- 
men had fallen. On the Jail steps 
stood Sheriff Kratz. At bis side waa 
Col. McCoy, of the First regiment 
Around them stood a few doctors and 
reporters. When the firing had ceas- 
ed Capt. Blum reformed his men and 
gave them orders. 



INSIDI THI JAIL. 



Sixteen Negro Priaoners Were Terri- 
fied By the Determined Attack. 

Inside the Jail 48 prieoners lay terri- 
fied in tha darkness, 16 of them Ne- 
groes whose lives are far from safe if 
the mob attacks the jail again and ef- 
fect's a capture. The lights were turn- 
ed out when tbe shooting began and 
the prisoners moaned and cried In 
their cells. Telephone messagee were 
sent from the Jail to the hospitals and 
to physicians calling for aid and to 
them the reBponse was (juick. lX)ctors 
from all over EvansvlUe drove rapidly 
at the call. 

The Vincennea company of militia 
Is on the way here and Co}. McCoy 
fears another outbreak when It arrives. 
All is now quiet around the ]ail, the 
soldiers still standing under arms. 
Outposts are stationed to avq^d guer- 
illa shooting from the , neighboring 
streeta with rifies. 



GOV*. DURBIN ACTS. 



Mere Troepe Ordered to the Scene and 
May Declare Martial taw. 

Indianapolis, Ind.. July 7.— Gov. Dur» 
bin arrived at bis office Monday night. 
He has ordered out the militia com- 
panies at New Albany, Twre Haute 
and Vinoennes and ia calling out In- 
dianapolis companies to hold In re- 
serve. He la preparing to declare mar- 
tial law. He expresses Indignation at 
the sheriff of Vanderburg county, and 
says If the sheriff had performed his 
duty instead of relying on the state 
the catastrophe would have been 
avoided. 

Gov. Durbln was very much agitated 
at the information from Evansville. 
"If this condition continuea," be de- 
clared, emphatically, "I shall go to Bv- 
ansvilla aiyself and 4*clara tha city 
under martial law."

POPE LIES DYING. 



Asked That the Shutters Be Op- 
ened That He Mi^ht See 
the Light Again. 



ONLY CONSCIOUS FOR SHORT TIME 



ThePontUPiSkap Wat So DMitUlka 
Tliat Artltelal Respiration Was 
OoBtiaaed by Dr. Lapponl. 



The Seemingly Laet Moments of Fepa 
Leo Are Full of Solemnity — He 
Received the Extreme Une. 
tien Monday NIgM.

has tal<en nourishment four timet dur- 
ing ths night Hie pulse shows a 
slight Improvement. At half.paet S 
o'clock Tueeday morning ha left hia 
bed for an arm chair. 

Rome, July 7. — Another morning has 
broken on the scene within the simple 
chamber of the Vatican where Pope 
Leo lies dying. As the soft light of 
dawn penetrated into the room the 
pontiff whispered to his devoted phy- 
sician that be desired the ahuttera of 
the windows to be opened, saying, "I 
wish to see once more, perhaps for the 
last time, the rays of the sun." 

It waa tor only a short period that 
the pope came back to consciousness 
from a sleep which Dr. Lapponl had 
induced by a strong dose of chloral. 
Hia sleep was so deathlike that artifi- 
cial respiration wa.s eonf iniKMl and Dr. 
Lapponl every few minutes leaned anx- 
iously over the couch to observe the 
patient and to listen to hia hardly per* 
ceptlble breathing. 

Feeble to the Extreme. 

Pope Leo awoke wet with persplra* 
tlon, feeble to the extreme, and his 
voice hardly audible. The fits of 
coughing bad brought pains in his 
chest and jihoulders, and. thinking hia 
end was near, he aaid to Ur. Lapponl: 
' Tell me when the time really cornea." 

The doctor assured his holiness that 
he believed the danger of his Immedi* 
ate death waa averted for th« night 
and for Tuesday. 

These seemingly last moments of 
Pope Leo are full of solemnity. Per- 
haps his laat hours would be lesa mel- 
ancholy and sad If the august sufl!erer 
were less conscious of the clreum> 
stances and his mind less clear as to 
the duration of time remaining to him 
before he enters eternity. Although 
his physical powers are at the lowest 
ebb, and his breathing more labored, 
the pope's mind is clear, as is mani- 
fested to all around him by bis bright 
expressive eyes and the few words he 
now and then succeeds In uttering. 

RECEIVED EXTREME UNCTION. 



Leo Reeelvsd it with Hie Uenal 
Calmness. 

Shortly after 10 o t lock at night tbe 
pontiff received the extreme unction. 
At 9 o'clock his condition seemed so 
hopeless than only a short time appar- 
ently remained before he would glide 
into his last sleep. 

At Dr. Lapponis initiative a hasty 
consultation of the pope's relatives. 
Cardinal RampoUa and other eccleai- 
aatics was held and it was decided 
that extreme unction should be given. 
The pontiff received the announc- 
ment with his \is\ial calmness, and 
though scarcely alile to speak audibly 
he said be knew his time had como 
and be was ready to appear before the 
sublime tribunal with full trust In Di- 
vine mercy. 

Telegrams Received. 

Mgr. PiSer, Pope Leo's confessor, ad- 
ministered the extreme unction and 
when the ceremony waa over, hia holi- 
ness sank ba< k on the pillow with ap- 
parent great reliei' tliat all wiis done 
and that he was entering into reet aft- 
er his long pilgrimage. After the ad- 
ministration of tbe viaticum, telo- 
grams hoping for his recovery were 
shown to the pope and he appeared to 
be much gratified. <lne of the strang- 
etit features in hiti condition Is tlie in- 
terest the pope takes in telegrams in- 
quiring about his health. Monday, 
having heard that a Freneh woman 
whom he had received in audience a 
few weeks ago, bad telegraphed a men- 
ssge of sympathy, he asked to see the 
dispatch, and when Mgr. Plfteri 
brought it he was not aatisfled with 
lookiag at tha measaga^ bat wWbed ta 
read It
